PLAIX FIELD, N. J, Feb. 7.—The village 


of Bound Brook was devastated by fire 
and flood last night. The Baritan river 
overflowed its bunks and caused flve to 
ton feet of water in some of the streets 
in town. People had to take refuge in the 
tipper port Ions of their dwellings. As far 
•s known only one man lost his life bat 
many had very narrow escapes from 
drowning. Hundreds of light structures 
were demolished and flooded in tbe seeth- 
ing waters. 


A great number of dead animals also 


went down the river. At 8.30 o'clock last 
Bight a large quantity of lime in the lum- 
ber yard was slacked by the rising water 
•nd ignited the surrounding piles of lum- 
ber. The flames fanned by a fierce v. ind 
•pread rapidly. 
The fire department 


could do nothing, owing to the flooded 
condition of the streets and the lire finally 
died out this morning after destroying a 
large section of the town. The IOHS is 
fl50,030. Many families are made home- 
less. 


BRIDGEPORT, Conn., Feb. 7.—The tug 


Thomas J. Sculley, towing four coal-laden 
barges from Philadelphia to Providence, 
bad her rudder carried away by the heavy 
sea off Black Point and was obliged to cut 
loose from her tow. One of the bai gea 
sank in a short time but the three men on 
board were saved. 
The other three 


barges drifted with the wind. 
There 


were ten men on board the three barges 
and it is feared they have gone down in 
the storm. 


PATCHOOVE, L. I., Feb. 7.—The steamer 


Lamington which was stranded opposite 
here during the fog Tuesday night is a j 
total loss but all on board were rescued by 
the life-saving crew at Lone Hall and vol- 
unteers from tbe village. The wind blew 
at a terrific rate while the life savers 
worked this morning and a very high sea 
was running, making the work of rescue 
exceedingly difficult. As the last ma a 
left the vessel, it was rapidly going to 
piecee. Tbe men on tbe Lamiugton last 
night believed they were lost, and their 
gratitude today to their rescuers knew no 
bounds.

RINGS AND KINO t-UHE. 


Kings with bangles attached have been 


worn in India from the earliest times. 


After Hugh Capet every French king 


wore » ring ,-i.s part of tho royal regalia. 


The serpent ring, or ring made in the 


shape of a surpout, was a favorite in Borne 
during the lutor republic. 


Until the seventeenth century a ring 


formed part of the official dress of every 
priest iu the Roman church. 


ConvcyancBs of property in mediieval 


times were frequently made by menus of a 
ritig, this ornament serving as a title deed. 


The Empress Plotinn had a gold thumb 


ring weighing sis ounces which bore her 
portrait. This ring is now in the British 
museum. 


In both Egypt and Assyria porcelain 


rings were in common UM. They were 
often painted with great delicacy, the 
painting being burned into the enamel. 


Roman dandies in the first, second and 


third centuries of onr era wore liutivy 
rings in winter, which they exchanged for 
others of lighter freight during the sum- 
mer. 


The scarobgeus, or sacred beetle of the 


Egyptians, was a favorite subject for a sot- 
tin;.; in the early Egyptian rings. It was 
carvod iu stone, the work often being ex- 
quisitely done. 


Mourning rings were greatly nued in 


Europe during tho seventeenth century. 
After tbe execution of Charles I his sym- 
pathizers in England wore mourning rings 
in token of their grief. 


Tho ring of Ciesar Borgia Is still pre- 


served in Florence. Its sotting was hol- 
low, and by pressing on a spring a quan- 
tity of poison could bo dropped from tha 
cup of tho ring into the glass Cmsar de- 
signed for his enemy. 


Key rings were in common use among 


Roin-n ladies. They were of various 
mota:K and sizes. The housekeeper's ring 
was of Iron or brass and bore a largo key 
at tbe back. A fine lady's ring was of 
gold and the key unlocked her jewel cas- 
ket.—St. Louis Globs-Democrat.

NO MUSIC 
FESTIVAL. 


Southern Berkshire Men Hair Hearted In 


Regard to the Project. 


The Pittsfleld correspondent of 
the 


Springfield Republican stated in his paper 
Monday that there would be no May 
festival this ynar at Pittsfleld, that the 
recently formed Berkshire Music Festival 
society's committee had decided to give 
the project up. He speaks of the laying 
aside of "jealousies and rivalries" in the 
beginning of the movement and then 
comments on the reasons for the failure 
as follows: 


"Everything looked like success. The 


representatives in the northern part of 
the county did some hustling and in a 
comparatively short time disposed of 
nearly fifty of the 150 shares which were 
to be placed in Northern Berkshire. Bat, 
from all accounts, it seems that the south- 
ern Berkshire representatives took up the 
work in a hall-hearted way, and did not 
get out nmongr people as much as was to 
have been desired. As a result, little or 
no stock was subscribed to. The season is 
late, and rehearsals should have begun 
already. Therefore the committee thinks 
it best to abandon the project. As a 
matter of fact, the festival could even 
now be given this year, could a certain 
Pittsfield man who has for years past 
been the lite and the organizer of the 
festival, see his way clear to give his time, 
put his hand deep in bis pocket this year 
as he has heretofore done. He has had a 
great deal to contend with, and has re- 
ceived less thanks, than he deserved." 


The Northern Berkshire committee bai 


been very successful in getting subscribers 
who have taken from one to five shares. 
The committee did not deeire nor need 
any one man to go deep into his pocket to 
furnish Northern Berkshire's part of the 
money. 
The news in the Republican 


came as a surprise to the committee, one 
of whose members said that the Pittsfield 
people had given them reason to believe 
that there would be no trouble in South- 
ern Berkshire in raising the required 
funds.

Eliza R. Blackinton. 


Mrs. Eliza R. Blackinton, widow of the 


late San ford Blackinton, died today at 
11.10 o'clock in the 93rd year of her age. 
Her death was due to old age and a recent 
serious accident, and had been expected 
for several days. 


Mrs. Blackinton was born at Attleboro 


September 7,1S03. Her maiden name was 
Eliza Robinson and she was the daughter 
of Joel and Margaret Robinson. She at- 
tended the public schools in Attleboro for 
several years and later a private school at 
Pawtucket, R. I. She, fitted herself for 
teaching and for a number ot years occu- 
pied a position as teacher in the public 
schools in Attleboro. In October, 1834, 
she married San ford Blackinton of North 
Adams and the remainder of her life was 
passed here. But one child, a son, Ever- 
ett, was born to them and he died at the 
age of six years. Her husband died in 
July, 1S85, and- since that time Mrs. Har- 
riet Smith, her cousin, has made her home 
with Mrs. Blackinton. 


Mrs. Blackinton joined the 
Baptist 


elmrch here in 1843, and up to within two 
years she had constantly attended its ser- 
vices. Her physical vitality was remarka- 
ble and during her long life she had never 
experienced any serious illness. She had 
the misfortune to break her ankle about 
twelve years ago. She recovered the use 
of her limb after a short confinement, and 
that injury was the only serious physical 
annoyance she ever experienced until her 
recent accident. 


Mrs. Blackinton possessed a mind and a 


will which were in keeping with her 
bodily vigor, and all wit h whom she came 
in contact during her long and active life 
were impressed with her strength of 
character. She assumed an activity in 
church affairs early in life and this was 
maintained until the infirmities of age 
would no longer permit. She had a ten- 
derness of heart which could be testified 
to by all who knew her, and her benefac- 
tions were extended with characteristic 
judiciousness. 


Siio was always ready to lend her aid as 


best she could in all matters of public in- 
terest, and she assumed a prominent par t 
in the social and charitable affairs of the 
town. For the past two years, although 
she retained her physical strength to a 
marked degree, her mental faculties had 
gradually weakened, yet on occasions her 
mind would brighten and for periods her 
sense of realization would be as accurate 
as ever. Since the accident which befell 
her January 30, and by which her left arm 
was broken, she had grown weaker from 
day to day and death came as a relief from 
suffering.

LOCAL INTELLIGENCE. 


KEARLY A QUARTER OF A CENTURY 


A Noteworthy Figure Retires With the Old 


Town Government. 
Valuable 
and 


Satisfactory Services Rendered. A 
Glance at the Past. Reminiscences. 


One of the noteworthy incidents in con. 


nection with the change from town to 
city government 19 the retirement of H. 
Clay Bliss, who for twenty-four consecu- 
tive years has been prominently identified 
with the administration of town afl'airs. 
He was elected selectman in the spring of 
1872 with A. W. Preston and the late R. 
G. Walden, which board served flve years 
in succession. At the end of that time 
Mr. Bliss was made clerk and bookkeeper 
for the selectmen, which position he con- 
tinned to fill until a few days ago, having 
been reengaged from year to year by the 
many Mfferent boards who have served 
during that long period. 


The growth of North Adams has been 


very marked since the time when Mr. 
Bliss began his duties for the town. At 
the time he took the position the town of 
Adams had not been divided, but Mr. 
Bliss found no difficulty, after he got the 
accounts straightened out, in attending 
to the duties of the position in connection 
with his other duties as treasurer of the 
North Adams Gas company, which posi- 
tion he also held at that time. Mr. Bliss 
was also secretary of the Hoosac Valley 
Agricultural society for nineteen years 
and until he was succeeded by George F. 
Miller about ten years ago, when he de- 
clined re-election on account of his 
health. 


The steady growth of the town natur- 


ally increased 
the 
labors 
of Mr. 


Bliss and for several years past the duties of 
his position have occupied all of his time. 
These duties were manifold, but Mr. 
Bliss' long experience, coupled with a 
natural aptitude aud liking for the work, 
enabled him to discharge them to the ut- 
most satisfaction of the successive boards 
of selectmen under whom he served and 
to all who had business to transact at the 
town office, where tie was for so many 
years the most familiar figure. Selectmen 
came and selectmen went, but Mr. Bliss 
remained at his post until he came to be 
regarded as a fixture, and indeed his ser- 
vices were considered practically indis- 
pensable up to the time that the form of 
government was entirely changed by the 
incoming of the city administration. 


Mr. Bliss' services have been very valu- 


able for many years in connection witb 
cases in which the town was called upon 
for aid, and in this direction alone he has 
probably saved to the town more than 
the amount of his salary. Many calls for 
help are received from persons who have 
no legal residence here, and the sifting 
out of the facts in such cases and finding 
where the parties belong is in many cases 
a difficult task, but Mr. Bliss through his 
long experience had become expert in the 
work and he rarely 
made a mistake. 


State officers and the officials of other 
towns came to recognize him as an au- 
thority and their dealings with him in 
matters of that kind were always of the 
pleasantest character. 
Mr. Bliss was 


quite as careful and painstaking with his 
work in other directions and during his 
long term of service there was but a sin- 
gle instance when his accounts failed to 
agree with those of the town treasurer. 
The variation was twenty-five cents and 
its cause was easily found. 


When Mr. Bliss first began to do this 


work he drew orders to the amount of 
about |60,000 a year, and the growth of 
the town since that time is shown by the 
fact that last year the appropriations 
amounted to about $178,000. Since IS78 
Mr. Bliss has drawn over 24,000 town 
orders, and he believes the total number 
drawn by him will exceed 30,000. He has 
attended to all the official correspondence 
of the selectmen and arranged the matter 
for their annual reports, and has led a 
very busy life at the town office. His 
work was of such a quiet character and 
was so quietly done that few realized the 
responsibility he was under during all 
those years that he sat in the town office 
with a cheerful greeting for all comers, 
whether their business was in his depart- 
ment or otherwise. His ripe judgment 
and special knowledge of the affairs with 
which he had to deal made him an exceed- 
ingly valuable man for the position. No 
better proof of this is needed than the 
fact that he was retained therein as long 
as the position existed. 


Mr. Bliss was not without business ex- 


perience when he entered the service of 
the town. In 1836, when he was seventeen 
years old, he entered the office of the 
Beaver mill as a clerk, receiving for his 
services the first year $75 and his board. 
The next year his pay was raised to floO 
and board, and the third year he drew the 
handsome salary of J200 and board. After 
working there for ten years he entered 
the employment of Rice, Bly & Co., 
owners of a mill in the Union. Later the 
firm changed to Ingalls, Tyler & Co., and 
stitl later it became Tyler & Bliss. The 
mill was what is now the Union school 
house. Mr. Bliss took an interest in the 
business in 1881 and the firm made money 
raoidly till the close of the war, manu- 
facturing for the government cloth for 
soldiers' clothing. After the war fancy 
cassimeres were manufactured, but busi" 
ness conditions, at least in this line, took 
a bad turn and the firm failed in 
1869 
and 
never 
resumed 
business. 


It sounds strange in these days to 
hear Mr. Bliss tell how he used to drive to 
Stamford, Florida, Savoy and other towns 
looking for girls to work in the mill, but 
he says that was one of bia frequent 
duties. Wonderful changes Indeed nave 
come to North Adams since those days. 


Mr. Bliss is now in his 77th year. 'He 


has led a busy, useful and honorable life 
and will probably spend the remainder of 
his days in the quiet enjoyment of his 
comfortable home en Eagle street, with a 
freedom from labor and care which he has 
richly earned.

DISTRICT ATTORNEY GARDNER. 


It is not all pleasant sailing for District 


Attorney Gardner at this time. He is in 
the public eye charged with neglect of 
the proi::ution of various liquor cases, or 
of being too lenient with viointon of the 
liquor law. 


Mr. Gardner's chief personal accuser la 


ex-Marshal Rice of Springfield, who baa 
felt that the liquor men have been receiv- 
ing too kindly treatment at the District 
Attorney's hands, and has apoken out 
about it to bis temperance friends. 
He 


bas drawn out a defensive reply from Mr. 
Gardner, which in substance and in his 
own words is this: "I have never refused 
or failed to try a liquor c..se whether the 
evidence seemed sufficient or otherwise 
when tbe officer having the case in charge 
expressed a desire to have it tried." 


To these words of Mr. Gardner, Col. Rice 


makes this reply: 


"This qualified statement fairly implies 


an admission that he ha* refused or failed 
in the absence of snch expressed desire- 
But is not a desire for trial implied in the 
very act of bringing the rase to court? 
And should responsibility be shuted upon 
the shoulders ot police oQcers, at suggest- 
ed by Mr. Gardner?" 


The district attorney's critic also goes 


to the court records of Springfield and 
says: "But I appeal to tbe record. Take 
the following Springfield appealed liquor 
cases which went upon the superior- court j 
docket in 1893, and have never been tried. 
I was the 'officer having the case in 
charge.' in each instance, and was in con- 
stant readiness with the commonwealth's 
witnesses, and expressly requesting of Mr. 
Gardner that they be tried. It is well 
known that I incurred his displeasure by 
my persistency in this regard. Police 
officers were in attendance as witnesses 
in them for days together, and I frequently 
complained to him of the hardship on 
those officers who were upon night duty 
and compelled to spend the days in court 
waiting to testify in cases that were never 
tried. If this is denied there will be more 
than a question of veracity between the 
district attorney and myself, because 
other persons are cognizant of it." 


Then follows a list of 14 oases against 


liquor men, which were neglected, or the 
accused were let off scot free. A bad 
record of prosecution indeed. 


Although remembering the Kent case 


with its delay of justice, and probably 
complete reversion of justice, we agree 
with Col. Rice's probable explanation of 
the district attorney's fault, when he 
•ays: 


"I concur most heartily with Mr. Gard- 


ner's statement that he is not in sympathy 
with tbe illegal liquor traffic. Mo one 
who knows him can doubt that. I said as 
much at the meeting on Monday. I said 
also, and I repeat it now, that in my view 
the explanation of all this is that he fell 
without sufficient thought into an evil 
practice which he iound in vogue when 
be came into hi* office." 


Let's have that evil practice corrected. 


outrages committed against the city of

It is a delight to do 
nothing here, the atmosphere- is so deli- 
clous, la your brain weary t 
Here it 


finds repoae. Munger in one of his ser- 
mons said: "There are mornings in June 
when we can exclaim, 'God, I thank Thee 
that I live!'" Yes, there are mornings 
in Florida in mid-winter when I can aud 
do exclaim, "O God, I thank Thee that 1 
live!" Day after day the glass stands 
from seventy to eighty-five, but the ocean 
winds from the east or the the Gulf winds 
from the south so temper the heat as to 
make these winter days a constant joy be- 
yond compare. 


The city is about 100 miles south of 


Jacksonville. It is on high, rolling pine 
land in what is known as the orange belt 
of Florids. The population is a little less 
than 2,000 whites, and about 309 blacks. 


For throat and lung troubles, catarrh, 


rheumatism, etc., this climate is almost a 
specific. There are six churches 
for 


whites and four for blacks in DeLand. 
Many, a fine looking black woman, or, in 
other works, Mrs. Rev. Brown, does my 
laundry work and does it well. Her hus- 
band is a minister, but does not preach in 
town. 
Rev. Mr. Washington (colored) 


preaches here and is said to possess such 
great lung power as to be heard far out- 
side the walls of his church. 
Many wish 


me to hear him and also to attend one of 
their prayer meetings. Mrs. H. asked as 
to the best time to go. Many think not 
until March if I wish to eee them at their 
best. 


In the spring, she says, most of her peo- 


ple get religious again, have the "power," 
shout, sing and resolve to live better lives, 
and I have charity enough to believe some 
of them do, but their race is a study. 


•A colored minister lies here in jail to be 


tried for some crime. A great, broad- 
faced, jolly black fellow says "dem Nigger 
preachers is the must Niggers we hab." I 
find them a good deal like white people, 
good and bad. 


While on on my walks I do not fail to 


receive a "good morning" from the ebony 
face of young Africa or the old man or 
woman bowed with age and leaning on a 
crutch. In moat coses they ore as fat and 
well cared for aa the mules they drive. I 
have not learned yet to call a black man 
a "nigger." I am told I shall but I think 
not. 


I must stop short for Mr. Northrop of 


Chicago baa called for a chat. More of 
him later. He was a graduate of Williams 
college more than thirty-five years ago 
and loves to talk of daya gone by. 


We hold the western gateway. Nothing 


could be better. Will- you place this at 
the head of my letter.

Men Working on a Bridge Engulfed 


by a Raging Torrent. 


Eleven Out of Twenty Re- 


ported to Be Drowned. 


Carried Down Peqi»bucV River and Lost In 


the Darkness. 


BRISTOL, Conn., Feb. 7.—A most ap- 


palling disaster occurred here shortly nf- 
ter 0 o'clock last night, in which 20 work- 
men were precipitated into Pequabuok 
river from tho K-ist Bristol bridge, and 
11 »f t!.em are probably drowned. 


Yesterday afternoon tho structure was 


found to be shaky, and tho 4:43 train on 
the New England road hnd n narrow es- 
cape from wreck as it crossed on the way 
to Hartford. 


For some time the bridge had been 


looked upon with suspicion, and at the 
present time a new bridge was in process 
of erection, and was almost completed. It 
was close alongside the bridge which was 
carried away. 


The fierce storm which swept over the 


Mate played havoc with New England 
bridges, nnd tho swollen waters of the 
Fequabiuk river threatened to carry the 
bridge away. At 5 o'clock a special wreck- 
ing; train with 40 men left East Hartford 
and wore put to work on the new bridge 
which the company is building over the 
river, and which is almost completed. It 
wns Intended to put the new bridge in 
shape at once so that trains could cross 
the'river. Tho old bridge was declared 
unsafe about 4 o'clock, and since then no 
trains have crossed the river. 


Twenty workmen were put to work on 


each bridge. About 9 o'clock one of the 
foremen, John Barry, called the 20 men 
on the old structure toward the center to 
assist In tearing up the ties, which were 
wanted for the other bridge-. 
The weight 


of the men was too great for the bridge, 
and without hardly a moment's warning 
it collapsed, precipitating 16 or 17 of tho 
meu into the raging waters o( the river. 
Three or four were caught by falling tim- 
bers and seriously injured. 
Three man- 


aged to cling to fragments of the bridge* 
and were rescued by a number of their 
comrades, who rushed over from the new 
Bridge as soon as they realized the extent 
of the disaster. 


lUyond Reach or Aid. 


Tho tottering condition ot the remain- 


Ing portions of the old bridge rendered 
the work of reaching the men Impossible, 
and had a boat been available, nothing 
could have held it against the mad rush of 
the waters. The unfortunate men in tho 
water attempted to seize sticks and por- 
tions of the abutments which had been 
broken loose, t-ut not more than five or 
six wore successful. The others were car- 
ried down stream, and were quickly lost 
to sight in the darkness. 


Two meu were able to swim ashore, but 


fell exhausted as soon as they reached 
land. John Barry, the foreman in charge of 
the old bridge, was extricated from the 
mass of wreckage and debris which col- 
lected where the bridge gavo way, and 
was found to have beeu badly wounded. 
He and the other rescued men were taken 
to farmhouses nearby and cared for. The 
foreman was unable to give the names of 
the men who were on the bridge with him 
•t the time. 


As soon as the railroad officials were 


notified of tho collapse a special train was 
sent out from East Hartford with two 
surgeons and another gang of wreckers. 
A gang of 30 men rigged impromptu rafts 
and scows, und began a search for the 
bodies. Others were sent down both sides 
of tho river to see if anyone had been for- 
tunate enough to reach the shore. At a 
late hour no mare bodies were louud, and 
It was the general opinion that the men 
had no chance of reaching the shore alive. 


At midnight 11 persons were still among 


the missing. All aro members of tho con- 
struction gangs from Hartford and East 
Hartford, and v, ore residents of those 
points. 


The men were taking np iron rails oa 


the old bridge when the accident hap- 
pened, and were passing them across to 
the new structure. 


A gang was working an each end, and 


by some misunderstanding, it is supposed, 
all of them were called to the center of 
the structure. Their weight, with the ex- 
traordinary rush of the current, Is sup- 
posed to have directly caused the fall of 
the bridge. 


Pequabuck river empties Into Plalnvlllo 


poud, three miles below the bridge where 
the fat*l accident occurred. It is expected 
that many ot the bodies will be found 
there. 


It is expected that the new bridge will 


be ready for travel in 48 hours. All trains 
are stalled on the New England road by 
irany washouts west of PlaiuviUe.

Bills on Labor. 


BOSTON, Feb. 7.—Tltere was not a great 


deal going on in the committee rooms, but 
there was another deluge of bills and peti- 
tions in both branches of the legislature. 


Petitions were presented for legislation 


for the better protection of the public 
health in the valleys of the Concord and 
fudbury rivers;' also for an act taking 
from the board of aldermen of Boston tho 
right to license theatrical and other ex- 
hibitions and confer it upon the board of 
police. 


Mr. Covbett presented a bill providing 


that whenever the death of a person shall 
be caused by such wrongful act or neglect 
as would, if death had not ensued, have 
entitled the party Injured to maintain an 
action of damages, the person or firm 
which would have been liable to such an 
action may lie proceeded against by the 
administrator or executor of the deceased 
for the benefit of the relatives of said de- 
ceased. 


Among the bills In the house were those 


relating to the Interest of labor—that the 
chairman of tho state board of arbitration 
shall hold office only six months, and after 
that only iu case his retention is re- 
quested by the capital representatives on 
the board; that women and minors shall 
not be employed iu manufacturing estab- 
lishments over 00 hours a week; prohibit- 
ing the placing; of self-acting mules or 
other traversing machinery in such a loca- 
tion that it shall run within 13 inches ol 
a post or roof support; that In certain 
coses where manufacturers are charged 
with running overtime, the evidence ol 
the members ot the district police shall be 
conclusive evidence and prima facie evi- 
dence of a violation nf law; for suitable 
systems of ventilation in manufacturing 
establishments; prohibiting women and 
minors from tTorking; at night in printing 
establishments, also a mil relative to over- 
time ivork in factories. 


Mr. Russell presented a resolve ad- 


dressed to tho representatives ot the state 
In congress and iu favor at the bill now 
before congress providiug pensions for 
tailors and soldiers confined in Confeder- 
ate prisons. 


The j udiciary committee reported against 


the bill which provided a penalty for the 
violation of the act of 1S8S which permits 
the recovery of 18 per cent Interest only in 
cases of small loans.

Some ot his most clever thefts have 


been committed by his assuming tbegui01) 
of a clerk, wearing a linen duster and 
carrying n pen back of his enr. He would 
tell a driver of some big truck that there 
was a mistnku nboa^'one invoice nod make 
thu driver aacomplSSfr 1i!ra Intoa building. 
He would give Vhe Driver the shake, and 
meanwhile Jack's accomplice would drive 
off the vehicle and tfck contents. 


His first record' iu this city began as 


far back as March, 1808, when he-was ar- 
rested In Boston for stealing a truckload 
of broadcloth, vniuad at 15000. For that 
offense he served live years iu the state 
prison. 


Afler serving his time In this city he 


went to New York, and shortly afterward 
was arrested there for a robbery. He made 
himself famous at that tirue by escaping 
from New York police headquarters. 


In September,'°S75, he received a three- 


years' sentence to *the Kastern peniten- 
ticiry, and after .finishing that sentence 
came to Boston- and began operations 
again. 


In April, 1879,"ho stole a whole truck 


load of goods, and took the property, with 
the assistance of a well-known thief 
named Connelly, to a place in Cambridge 
where he stored them over night. The 
goods were traced there by the polico, and 
In making the arrest of Sheppard, In- 
spector McCnualand, who is still attached 
to headquarters, came near losing his life. 


Connelly at the time escaped and was 


never arrested, as he died a short time af- 
terward. Sheppard was convicted and re- 
ceived another five-year sentence to the 
Charlestown institution. 


After his release in Boston be went to 


Philadelphia, was caught there doing a 
similar job and got a sentence of three 
years. 


On Feb. 19, 1SS7, he was arrested in New 


York for the Boston officers, being wanted 
by Inspector Watts, now chief inspector, 
(or breaking and entering the tailoring 
establishment of H. S. Lev! on the night 
of Feb. 10, that year, and stealing more 
than $700 worth of clothing. He was 
'brought back to Boston, and he and an 
accomplice named Grear were convicted 
in the superior court. 


When it came to being sentenced, Shep- 


pard made a touching speech from tho 
dock, and instead of getting a sentence of 
25 years as nu habitual criminal, as ho 
might, Judge Dewey took pity on him, 
and gave him but two years in the house 
ot correction at South Boston. 


Since serving his time in that institu- 


tion he has been arrested on several occa- 
sions In other cities, but he has steerod 
clear of Boston. 


While serving a five-year term In Charles- 


town Mahcmy wrote a long and interest- 
ing account of his career, and told in de- 
tail the causes which led him into evil 
ways. This article was written in 1870, 
when Mahony was but 26 years old, but 
he had already had a long experience iu 
crime. 


It seems that Mahony was born bad. 


As a schoolboy lie was H habitual truant 
and a terror to his teachers. The son of 
a teacher of a French boarding school uu 
Long Island gave him his first lessons in 
iniquity and taught him to chew tobacco.

The President's VlewH. 


"Seldom have I taken so much interest 


in anything as in the success of this bond 
issue," said President Cleveland yester- 
day. "Both Secretary Carlisle and my- 
Belt" have had it very much at heart." 


In response to a reference to tho syndi- 


cate contract oC last year, the president re- 
marked that ho had no reason to question 
the wisdom of that arrangement under 
the conditions then existing. "That con- 
tract," ho added, "helped us out at a time 
when 48 Lours" delay might have pro- 
duced serious results. 


"1 sympathize, nevertheless, with objec- 


tions made to that form of placing a loan. 
The difference between the price obtained 
from Die syndicate and the price currently 
quoted can be twisted into in argument 
which will appeal to people who do not 
stop to calculate the actual cost to tho 
syndicate of floating the loan at that time. 


"My preference would have been to 


have had this loan much more popular 
than appears ou its face, .but we have done 
the best we could. The peuple who hoard 
small savings of gold, or the equivalents 
of gold, are unaccustomed to transacting 
business on the basis on which theso 
bonds had to be issued; they are unused 
tu premiums or to the formality of mak- 
ing bids. 


"If we could have sold them a 3 per cent 


gold bond at par, I think it would have 
brought out rv good deal of this gold, but 
the only bonds the law .allows us to issue 
have to be soid considerably above par in 


{ orcbr to yield a reasonable rate of net in- 


terest. 


"As I said, I wish it could have been ob- 


viously still more of a popular loan, but 
from such information, as conies to lue 
from various private sources I am con- 
vinced tbat more small holdings of gold 
will come into the treasury by the present 
arrangement than appear on tho surface. 


"The small country banks, for instance, 


which are buying bonds for their custom- 
ers, have made their bids through their 
Now York and Huston correspondent*, 
and this gives the loan the appearance of 
having been taken up by the big financial 
institutions at the money centers, whilo 
as a matter of fact not a little of it will 
ultimately come from the small invest- 
ors." 
/ 


Although the president was too modest 


to publish the part he had taken person- 
ally iu making thia loan n success, in jus- 
tice to him it should be said, since it can 
bo done on excellent authority, that since 
the bonds were offered for general sub- 
scription a month ago he has been untir- 
ing in his efforts to enlist interest in the 
undertaking. 


He has sat up late each night writing 


autographic letters to such of his friends 
in different parts of the country as could 
be induced to take hold and work for the 
success of this loan, and it is beyond ques- 
tion that the generous response has beeu 
due in no small measure to his individual 
work and that of Secretary Carlisle along 
tho same line.
